FIX RIVERSIDE TAX. 


City Trustees Establish Figure for 
Year. 


RIVERSIDE, Sept. 3.—The city tax 
rate for the year was fixed by the City 
Trustees this morning at $1.55 on each 
$100 valuation. It is estimated that this 
rate will bring in a revenue of $136,947, 
which will not only carry on the va- 
rious departments of the city for the 
current fiscal year, but will wipe out 
the present indebtedness of about 
$30,000 and make it possible to carry 
out the present policy of street im- 
provement. Over one-half of the taxes 
collected will go into the street fund. 
Last year's tax rate was $1.10. 

The fixing of the rate has been one 
of the greatest problems the new City 
Council has been called upon to meet. 
The original estimate of the money 
needed the coming year Was $199,000, 
but the members of the Council, by a 
series of prunings, have reduced the 
amount to $136,347. The tak rate is ap- 
portioned thus: General fund, 37; park 
fund, .13; street fund, 85; library fund, 
N; electric light bond and interest 
fund, os: street improvement bond and 
interest fund, d; steam power plant 
bond and interest fund, .03.
